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Child abuser gets 28-year term 

Man tied to East Bay molestation and pornography net

HAYWARD — One of four men 
linked to an East Bay chiid-moiesta- 
tion and pornography network was 
sentenced Friday to 28 years in state 
prison. 

Christopher Lawrence of Hay- 
ward was sentenced by Superior 
Court Judge Ming Chin on II 
counts of lewd and lascivious acts 
against four boys. He received the 
maximum sentence under the terms 
of a plea bargain, 

Lawrence appeared in court Fri- 
day morning with two co-defen- 
dants. Jonathan Tampico, 39, of Liv- 
ermore, and Robert Turner, 37, of 

Turner is a former teacher at Las 
Lomas High School, Walnut Creek- 
.Tampico is a former engineer in 
Lawrence Livermore Laboratory's 
"Star Wars" program. Their sen- 
tencing was postponed until April 



20 at the request of defense attor- 
neys. 

A fourth man convicted in the 
child-molestation case, David M. Si- 
mons, 38, of Livermore, was sen- 
tenced in February to 16 years in 
prison after pleading guilty to mo- 
lesting three boys, two of them from 
Livermore. 

Authorities believe all four are 
members of the North American 
Man-Boy Love Association, an orga- 
nization that advocates the rights of 
adults to have sex with children. 

Lawrence had pleaded guilty to 
performing sexual acts with three 
boys, ages 9, 7 and 5, who lived in 
the same Hayward apartment build- 
ing as Lawrence. Fie nlso 3dm»ted 
molesting a 10-year-old after be- 
coming his "Big Brother" in June 
1984. 

"The defendant went to great 
pains to establish a position of trust 
and confidence with the mothers of 
these children/* Chin said Friday in 



giving Lawrence the maximum sen- 
tence. 

The Big Brothers organization 
terminated Lawrence in August 
1980 after Lawrence moved to Pitts- 
burg and his roommate was investi- 
gated on charges of child molesta- 
tion, prosecutors said. 

Chin said Lawrence showed boys 
pornographic videos to persuade 
them that sexual acts were proper 
and permissible. 

Tampico faces the least amount 
of prison time — three to six years 
— after pleading guilty (o one count 
of molesting a Livermore boy, 12. 

But presentencing documents 
filed by Deputy District Attorney 
Kenneth Burr said Tampico was 
heavily involved in child pornogra- 
phy and processed photographs that 
Turner and Lawrence look of three 
Hayward boys they were accused of 
molesting over the course of at least 
one year.

i'rnsccutms linked Tampico and Tinner lo I wo men 
who allegedly set up a foster boom for childien in Oang- 
kuk and bad sex with the childien. 

In addition. Christopher Lawtcncc, 29, of Ilaywatd 
pleaded guilty to four counts of child molestation. Me 
was chained with molesting the same three boys whom 
Turner was chatted with molesting. 

David Simmons. 30. of Livcrmore, in jail on a previ- 
ous child-molestation conviction, also pleaded guilty lo 
molesting three boys. 

Mruce Nirkcrson, Turner's attorney, said lhat a plea 
agreement was teached to reduce the sentences and to 
prevent the boys from having to testify. 

"It's a very painful case for a lot of people." Nicker- 
son said. "It's vrry disttessing. f anguish for the clients. 
1 anguish for the victims." 

Tinner. Tampico and Lawrence are to he sentenced 
Maicb 2 in Wayward Municipal ComL .Simmons faces 
sentencing l ? cl>. !*.

t urner has been on compulsory leave wilhout pay 
since his arrest last spiing, said Hum Yaicb. an assistant 
superintendent in the Walnut Creek school district.

Turner, a lifelong Hay Aica resident, was a geologist 
before be became a lenebet, J le once delivered a speech 
for the Noith American Man-Hoy l/jve Association, cril- 
irbdng police. Ihe news media and social woikers for 
conducting a "witch bunt" against adults who show 
"(he slightest attraction toward childien.'* 

He added in his speech. "Chiidien can consent to 
sex and they can enjoy it immensely."'
